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No Action Taken On Jail 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, April 26, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
were in the midst of a speedy, 
productive meeting until the subject 
turned to the jail, at which time the 
commissioners voiced several conflict- 
ing opinions on the matter and ad- 
journed without making any decision. 

The meeting, the third this month of 
the commission, began at 9:00 a.m. 
with the opening of bids for the 
demolition and moving of an old school 
building in the Enon community. The 
commission plans to build a voting 
house on the land and opted to sell the 
old building for salvage material. Bids 
were received from Williard Smith-- 
$551.35, Raymond Strickland--$252.50, 
Roy Hilton--$165.05, Royce Ellis--$700, 
W.C. Logan--$265 and Mattie Pearl 
Quisenberry--$475, The high bid was 
accepted by a unanimous vote. 

Bids on asphalt and timber to be 
used for six months by the county 
highway department were also opened 
and contracts were awarded. Bids on 
asphalt were received from Warrior 
Sales and Distributors, Hunt Oil Com- 
pany, and. Varco Products, with the 
Warrior bid being accepted. The only 
bid on timber was from TMA Forest 
Products and it was accepted. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns told the commission all reap- 
praisal notices had been sent out and 
when replies were received a Board of 
Equilization would begin hearings, At 
the present time the board has only two 
members. However, a third is expected 
to be named shortly. Burns also told the 
commission that as of June 1 he would 
rotate his funds in the Elba Division 
between the People’s Bank and the Elba 


Exchange Bank. Before leaving. the 
revenue commissioner added he had 
received no information on the changes 
to come because of the current use tax. 

Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
passed out copies of a cost estimate to 
construct the proposed new county jail 
in New Brockton, and the estimate 
revealed a total cost of $1,919,400. A 
detailed loan repayment scale was 
included in the estimate and showed to 
borrow the amount, the county would 
have to pay $256,966.93 per year, for 20 
years, at a total cost of $5,139,338.65. 
Sawyer also reported that the National 
Guard was to have completed a topo- 
graphical map of the projected jail site 
in New Brockton last weekend, but the 
jail talk was ignored by the commission 
and the meeting went on. 

Comm. Charlie Mack Martin re- 
ported he and Comm. Rex Boutwell had 
met with a candidate for the vacant 
engineer's position and set up a 
meeting with the entire commission for 
Thursday, April 29, to interview the 
applicant. In a related matter, Comm. 
Boutwell made a motion that a bill be 
introduced to change the wording of the 
“Unit System Bill" that requires the 
county engineer to live within the 
county. The residency requirement was 
reportedly hurting the commission's 
search for an engineer, and the board 
voted unanimously to approve Bout- 
well’s motion. 

Bud Rushing, the foreman of the 
county patch crew, complained about 
the make-up of the crew. He stated 
patching would work better if more men 
were added to the crew, or the foreman 
in each district be in charge of the 
patching of roads in his district. The 
commission voiced the opinion that one 


man should be in charge of the crew, 
and voted to hire one additional 
employee and reclassify the members of 
the crew so each would hold an identical 
title. The action means the patch crew 
will now include a foreman and four 
drivers. 

Billy Devane, acting head of the 
highway department, presented the 
commission with a county map desig- 
nating new work areas in the county. 
The new divisions would split up work 
required by motor-graders, with two 
motor-graders to be kept in each area. 
The new work areas were approved by a 
yote of 5-1, with Comm. Grant voting 
no. 
Mr. Mike Holmes, a representative 
of the Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning and Development Commis- 
sion, met with the commission and 
discussed the county's application for 
funds through a Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Program. Tht funds, 
to be matched on a 50-50 basis, would 
g0 for work done to aid low income and 
minority residents. The commission has 
already decided to seek funds to pave 
two roads off Hwy. 84, west of New 
Brockton, near McCall's Store, and a 
300-foot stretch of road near the old 
Driving Academy in Enterprise. It is 
considering paving a 3.5-mile stretch of 
dirt road at the Sconiersville commu- 
nity. 

Holmes stated he had held a public 
meeting with the residents on Hwy. 84, 
near McCall's Store, and reported the 
project looked good. He added the cost 
estimate on the projects already decided 
on amounted to $184.000. The project 
near Sconiersville, at the Geneva 
County line, would jeopardize the entire 
project, according to Holmes, unless 


Wording Of Legislative Act Is Basis For Confusion 


The latest hold ‘up in the Coffee 
County Commission's plans to build a 
new jail in New Brockton centers around 
the wording of a legislative act and 
whether or not the commission must 
actually build a new jail. 

Comm. Eugene Bradley has been 
extremely yocal in recent weeks with his 
beliefs that the commission should 
simply renovate the present jail in Elba 
and abandon all plans to construct a 
new facility in New Brockton. Bradley 
insists that the legislative act passed 
earlier this year gave the county 
authority to build a jail in New 
Brockton, and relieved the commis- 


sion's requirement to have jails in both 
Elba and Enterprise. But, it did not 
state a jail ‘had’ to be built in New 
Brockton. Furthermore, Comm. Bradley 
contends the cost of renovating the 
present facility would be only 
$200-250,000, while a new jail would 
require payments of $250,000 a year for 
20 years, 

Apparently, it is the confusion in 
this matter that has kept the commis- 
sion from moving forward with con- 
struction plans in New Brockton. An 
interpretation on the legal aspects of the 
law are still uncertain. However, the bill 
is worded as follows: 


“It is the legislative intent of this act 
that the Coffee County Commission 
construct a jail or renovate existing 
property for a jail in New Brockton, 
Alabama, and that said jail shall be 
used by both county divisions...The 
Coffee County Commission is hereby 
authorized to construct a jail or reno- 
vate existing property into a jail and 
maintain such jail in New Brockton. At 
the time said jail in New Brockton has 
been constructed or renovated and is 
ready for occupancy, and other county 
jails in the county shall cease to 
function....At that time, the County 
Commission shall not be obligated to 


Firm Interested In Purchase Of Elba General 


The Elba Hospital Board met Wed- 
nesday morning at 7 a.m. with all 
members present. The board approved 
the reading of the March 24th regular 
meeting and five special meetings heid 
since that time. 

Administrator Jim Nichols reported 
the hospital had received information on 
several doctors possibly available for 
Elba and he has contacted two of these. 
He had talked on the telephone to one of 
these two. He said initial response was 
good, but cautioned the board members 
not to get overly excited, because Elba 
is still quite a ways from actually getting 
a doctor. 

The recurring problems of staffing 
the emergency room were discussed. 
Nichols told the group that the agree- 
ment with Dr. Smith was experiencing 
problems because some of those who 
committed to help Smith were unable to 
fulfill the obligation. The board gave 
Nichols authority to work out a con- 
tract proposal with a commercial firm 
that had previously contacted the 
hospital. : 

The new construction project is 
41.83 percent complete, and the con- 
struction loan in Birmingham must be 
closed out by June- 30. All work 
must be completed for the FHA 
permanent loan by that time, also, 
board members were told. 

An investment firm requested a 
meeting with board members to allow 
their client to present a plan for 
purchase or lease of the local hospital. 
The board set Friday at 11 a.m. as a 
tentative time to meet with the group 
and hear their proposal, Chairman 
Drexel Cook noted this was what they 
had openly promised they would do, 
not indicative of the board members’ 
feelings on the matter. Board members 
agreed with Cook that the concern of the 
board was the best health care of the 
local citizens, and any recommendation 
they would make or action they would 
take would be with this health care as 
the determining factor. 

The board was presented with a 
1981-82 financial condition comparison 
and a year-to-date profit and loss 
statement. The reports indicated a

drastic improvement in financial re- 
sults, due largely to rate increases and 
drastic cost cuts, The results indicated 
the sizable loss of last year has been 
reversed, and the facility is showing 
some profit thus far this year. 

This report indicated that while total 
income was $32,000 lower than anti- 
cipated for the first six months of 
operation, expenses showed a cor- 
responding drop and actually exceed 
the income drop. Expenses were 
$51,000 lower than projected for the 
period in the hospital, and $10,000 
lower in the nursing home. 

Board member Pete Dorsey asked 
for an explanation of the reason out- 
patients were required to pay for x-rays 
and lab services, even when they had 


insurance coverage. He was told the 
paperwork was awful, and it was better 
for the hospital to receive cash and 
assist the patient in filing for re- 
imbursement from the hospital. 

Slow issuing of refund checks was 
also discussed, and the hospital policy 
of issuing all refund checks once a 
month is for expedience of operation, 
board members were told. The board 
recommended a change in bookkeeping 
procedure to reflect overpayment on 
account cards before refund checks are 
issued, This would require additional 
entries on each account, but would 
better reflect proper bookkeeping pro- 
cedures and explain to patients just 
what the status of their accounts might 
be.

Sheriff’s Dept. To Sponsor 


Women’s Handgun Course 


The Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
will sponsor a handgun safety course for 
women on Friday and Saturday, May 21 
and 22, with a total of nine hours of 
classroom and actual firing range to be 
included. 

**Not a week goes by that somebody 
doesn't call on the telephone and ask 
about getting a pistol for his wife,”’ 
stated Sheriff Brice Paul, ‘‘and several 
hundred women in the county already 
have pistol permits. The number of 
women in the county with access to 
handguns increases almost daily, and 
we must teach them how to handle the 
gun safely before a tragic accident 
occurs. This is why we decided to hold 
the course." 

The course will consist of four hours 
of classroom instruction, which will 
include lessons on how to handle a gun 
safely, home safety, proper grip, proper 
sight alignment and how to fire the 
weapon. On Saturday, a five-hour 
course in the practical use of the 
handgun will be held. This program will 


consist of a live firing exercise at which 
the women will actually shoot their own 
handgun under expert supervision. 

Conducting the course will be Tony 
and Eloise Stough, both of whom are 
certified and trained at the National 
Riflemen’s Association. Stough is the 
director of the Law Enforcement Train- 
ing Division at the University of Ala- 
bama Police Academy, while Mrs. 
Stough is employed with the Tuscaloosa 
County Sheriff's Dept., and recently 
attended the FBI Training Academy. 
Both have been active in teaching 
firearm training for the past ten years 
with the State Police Academy. 


Any woman age 21 or over who is 
interested in taking the course should 
contact the Sheriff's Department at 
897-5012 after May 1 to pick up an 
application. A $15 registration fee will 
be charged, and to register a woman 
must have a valid pistol permit. The 
course will be limited to the first 24 
women to pay the registration fee,

Elba Man Struck By Car 


Sam Davis, of Rt. 4, Elba, was 
struck by an automobile Sunday even- 
ing as he attempted to round up some 
cows on the highway near his home 
south of Elba. Driver of the car was 
Mrs. Margarie Harrison. 

Davis was rushed to Elba General 
Hospital by the Elba Rescue Squad, and 
transferred to Dothan after treatment at 
the local facility. Initial opinions at the 
scene of the accident indicated he 
suffered muitiple fractures of his left 
leg, and cuts to his head, in addition to 


other injuries. 

Mrs. Harrison told law officers that 
she saw the cows, but didn’t see Davis. 

She stopped her car, administered 
first aid to Davis, apparently succeeding 
in retarding the flow of blood from a 
head wound, and accompanied him to 
the hospital on the rescue vehicle. 

The Elba Police Department re- 
sponded to the accident, and stood by 
until State Trooper Hartzog arrived 
from Enterprise. Neighbors completed 
the task of rounding up the loose cattle. 


some changes were made on work to be 
done. The relatively small low income 
population on the road is the source of 
concern. and Holmes agreed to meet 
with Comm. Marvin Bowden and 
Comm. Eugene Sradley to look into the 
project. 

As the meeting began to wind down, 
Judge Sawyer reminded the commis- 
sion of the need to discuss the jail 
problem and the urgent need to employ 
a bond advisory and a bonding attorney. 

Comm. Bradley again declared the 
law change took away the county's 
responsibility to have a jail in Enter- 
prise and Elba and gave the commis- 
sion permission to build a jail in New 
Brockton. However, Bradley said a jail 
didn't have to be built in New Brock- 
ton and recommended repairing the 
current jail in Elba as a way to save 
millions of dollars. 

Comm. Bradley and Comm. Martin 
openly disagreed on the wording and 
intent of the new law, which stated a jail 
doesn't have to be at each site where 
court is held six months a year, and also 
disagreed on a need to mect federal 
Standards, 

Comm. Billy Eagerton made a 
motion to hire a bonding advisor from a 
group of three prospects and the legal 
firm of Bob Thorington as bonding 
attorneys in the jail building process. 
The motion was defeated when Judge 
Sawyer cast a tie-breaking no vote, 
stating, ‘*A choice should be made from 
a list of attorneys, not just hire one we 
haven't met with.'’ Voting for the 
motion were Boutwell, Grant and 
Eagerton, while Martin, Bradley and 
Bowden voted no, 

Comm. Martin had earlier made a 
motion to amend the motion to state it 
would hire the firm of Stern, Agee and 
Leach as advisors, but it, too, failed on a 

negative tie-breaking vote by Sawyer. 
Voting no on the amendment were 
Bowden, Grant and Bradley. Before 
ending the discussion, Comm. Bradley 
stated, ‘‘I'm not opposed to New 
Brockton as the site for a jail. I just 
don't think we have to build one!"’ 

In other action at Monday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 

**renewed a maintenance contract 
with Ed Tucker for $1,900 a year (for 
maintenance of air conditioning system 
at Farm Center Comples); 

**sent out invitations to bid on 
pre-cast concrete bridge components, to 
be opened May 10; 

**deeded land back to the City of 
Elba that had been donated for the site 
of a new jail; 

**instructed Billy Devane to repair a 
motor grader’s transmission and get 
repair estimates on a damaged 1975 
county pickup; 

**voted to promote Clayton Lewis to 
foreman and hire an equipment oper- 
ator to replace him; to replace an 
employee who is retiring; to hire 
temporary help at the county shop; and 
to fire an employee. 

The next regular meeting will be on 
Monday, May 10, at 9:00 a.m. in 
Enterprise.

Inside Our Schools 


(Parts of the following 
were taken from a position 
paper prepared by the Re- 
cruitmer., Leadership and 
Training Institute in July, 
1975, which at that time was 
under the direction of the 
United States Office of Edu- 
cation.) 

I am writing this article 
which I hope you will find 
interesting. The major pur- 
pose er reason behind this 
writing is found in the final 
paragraph. 

By the end of the nine- 
teenth century, the inade- 
quacy of local private efforts 
to provide education for 
American children forced the 
states to take a more active 
role. In order to establish a 
comprehensive system of 
schools on the local level and 
to insure that such schools 
would be properly governed, 
the states created local a- 
gents to provide the neces- 
sary control and account- 
ability while maintaining the 
traditions of democratic 
localism. The direct election 
of school board members (or 
their selection by locally 
elected officials) appeared to 
be the most effective manner 
for state governments to 
meet their obligations, while 
providing local citizens a 
genuine voice in deciding 
what was important in the 
education of their children. 
The reluctance of state legis- 
lators to enter into full 
debate as to the appropriate 
content of education at the 
local level further strength- 
ened the role of the local 
school boards. 

Although delegated po- 
wers of local school boards 
vary from state to state, 
boards of education are gen- 
erally responsible for making 
policy, developing programs, 
employing personnel, pro- 
viding educationally related 
services and managing the 
use of the physical facilities 
of the school district, and in 
some cases, levying taxes. In 
discharging these responsi- 
bilities, local boards of edu- 
cation are constrained or 
empowered — by several 
sources of authority. These 
include the state constitu- 
tion, legislative enactments, 
and rules and regulations of 
the state board of education. 

The context within which 
school boards work and the 
problems which they face are

latures are exerting greater 
control over finance, certifi- 
vation, professional stan- 
dards and educational policy 
Recent reorganization of 
State departments of educa- 
tion led by new chief state 
school officers, the expanded 
role of state boards of edu- 
cation, revenue-sharing and 
larger Federal grants to state 
departments along with re- 
gulations requiring increased 
state involvement in educa- 
tional matters have led to the 
State’s re-emergence as a 
significant power in pre- 
viously local mvters.

The true Christian will 
have a life that is filled with 
he fruits of-the Spirit. which 
are “‘love. joy, peace. long 
suffering. gentleness, good 
ness. faith, meekness. tem- 
perance..."" (Galatians 5:22- 
23). Even when bumped and 
jostied by circumstances or 
by individuals along life's 
way. that person will spill out 
nly what is on the inside. 
and will exhibit the truc 
Spirit of Christ. 


When we keep strong 
feclings of hatred, resent- 
ment. or impure thoughts, 


bottled up inside, it's like a 
cancer which cats away, un- 
seen for a while, but it will 
ultimately make itself 
known, and will destroy us.

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Held In Elba 


More than 400 Brunson relatives gathered at the family 
picnic area on the Brunson farm in Elba Sunday, April 18, 
1982, for the 129th annual Brunson Reunion. This historic 
reunion has been held annually in Coffee County since 1853. 
Relatives attended from throughout Alabama and Florida, as 


well as Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Georgia, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. 
The Brunson Reunion legacy began in 1853 when 


Matthew Brunson and his wife, Sarah Blanchard, moved their 
family to Coffee County and established their permanent 
home. Their family consisted of: Pinckney, Matthew, Silas, 
Eugene, John, and their their daughter Sarah (Sallie) married 
LaFayette Morgan. The reunion, believed to be the oldest 
continuous tradition in Coffee County, continues to be a 
celebration of Matthew Brunson's birthday. He was born 
April 13, 1806, and died in 1877 here in Coffee County; he is 
buried in the Woodland Grove Cemetery. Their plantation 
home, believed to be the oldest residence still standing in the 
county. is located in the community that was once known as 
Brunson, Alabama, with its own post office, commissaries, 
saw mills, cotton gin, grist mill, school and numerous 
residences. 

After Matthew Brunson Sr. died, the Brunson Reunion 
legacy was continued by his son who was also named 
Matthew. Arthur Brunson, a grandson, continued the 
tradition and moved the reunion from Brunson to Elba when 
he moved there in 1918. Will Brunson continued the tradition 
after Arthur's death, and the reunion was held annually at the 
Brunson Hotel where the Elba Exchange Bank now stands, 
until his death. 

Ben Brunson was sponsor of the reunion after Will's death 
and it was held at his home near the Elba Church of Christ 
until he developed a picnic area behind the Evergreen 
Cemetery. Fox Brunson was sponsor of the historic reunion 
for 25 years, and until his death in 1977. He developed a 
picnic area on his farm in the Brunson Hill and Lily Valley 
area of the city. where the reunion continues to be held. Since 
Fox's death six years ago, his younger son Marion has 
sponsored the reunion.
